A BILL

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

SEC. 2. DEFINITIONS.5

For purposes of this Act—6

(1) the term ‘‘Administrator’’ means the Admin-7

istrator of the National Aeronautics and Space Ad-8

ministration;9

(2) the term ‘‘commercial provider’’ means any10

person providing space transportation services or11

other space-related activities, primary control of12

which is held by persons other than Federal, State,13

local, and foreign governments;14
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(3) the term ‘‘payload’’ means anything that a1

person undertakes to transport to, from, or within2

outer space, or in suborbital trajectory, by means of3

a space transportation vehicle, but does not include4

the space transportation vehicle itself except for its5

components which are specifically designed or adapt-6

ed for that payload;7

(4) the term ‘‘space-related activities’’ includes8

research and development, manufacturing, processing,9

service, and other associated and support activities;10

(5) the term ‘‘space transportation services’’11

means the preparation of a space transportation vehi-12

cle and its payloads for transportation to, from, or13

within outer space, or in suborbital trajectory, and14

the conduct of transporting a payload to, from, or15

within outer space, or in suborbital trajectory;16

(6) the term ‘‘space transportation vehicle’’17

means any vehicle constructed for the purpose of oper-18

ating in, or transporting a payload to, from, or with-19

in, outer space, or in suborbital trajectory, and in-20

cludes any component of such vehicle not specifically21

designed or adapted for a payload;22

(7) the term ‘‘State’’ means each of the several23

States of the Union, the District of Columbia, the24

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands,25
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Guam, American Samoa, the Commonwealth of the1

Northern Mariana Islands, and any other common-2

wealth, territory, or possession of the United States;3

and4

(8) the term ‘‘United States commercial pro-5

vider’’ means a commercial provider, organized under6

the laws of the United States or of a State, which is—7

(A) more than 50 percent owned by United8

States nationals; or9

(B) a subsidiary of a foreign company and10

the Secretary of Transportation finds that—11

(i) such subsidiary has in the past evi-12

denced a substantial commitment to the13

United States market through—14

(I) investments in the United15

States in long-term research, develop-16

ment, and manufacturing (including17

the manufacture of major components18

and subassemblies); and19

(II) significant contributions to20

employment in the United States; and21

(ii) the country or countries in which22

such foreign company is incorporated or or-23

ganized, and, if appropriate, in which it24

principally conducts its business, affords re-25
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ciprocal treatment to companies described1

in subparagraph (A) comparable to that af-2

forded to such foreign company’s subsidiary3

in the United States, as evidenced by—4

(I) providing comparable oppor-5

tunities for companies described in6

subparagraph (A) to participate in7

Government sponsored research and de-8

velopment similar to that authorized9

under this Act;10

(II) providing no barriers, to11

companies described in subparagraph12

(A) with respect to local investment op-13

portunities, that are not provided to14

foreign companies in the United15

States; and16

(III) providing adequate and ef-17

fective protection for the intellectual18

property rights of companies described19

in subparagraph (A).20
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TITLE I—PROMOTION OF COM-1

MERCIAL SPACE OPPORTUNI-2

TIES3

SEC. 101. COMMERCIALIZATION OF SPACE STATION.4

(a) POLICY.—The Congress declares that a priority5

goal of constructing the International Space Station is the6

economic development of Earth orbital space. The Congress7

further declares that free and competitive markets create the8

most efficient conditions for promoting economic develop-9

ment, and should therefore govern the economic development10

of Earth orbital space. The Congress further declares that11

the use of free market principles in operating, servicing,12

allocating the use of, and adding capabilities to the Space13

Station, and the resulting fullest possible engagement of14

commercial providers and participation of commercial15

users, will reduce Space Station operational costs for all16

partners and the Federal Government’s share of the United17

States burden to fund operations.18

(b) REPORTS.—(1) The Administrator shall deliver to19

the Committee on Science of the House of Representatives20

and the Committee on Commerce, Science, and Transpor-21

tation of the Senate, within 90 days after the date of the22

enactment of this Act, a study that identifies and exam-23

ines—24
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(A) the opportunities for commercial providers to1

play a role in International Space Station activities,2

including operation, use, servicing, and augmenta-3

tion;4

(B) the potential cost savings to be derived from5

commercial providers playing a role in each of these6

activities;7

(C) which of the opportunities described in sub-8

paragraph (A) the Administrator plans to make9

available to commercial providers in fiscal years 199810

and 1999;11

(D) the specific policies and initiatives the Ad-12

ministrator is advancing to encourage and facilitate13

these commercial opportunities; and14

(E) the revenues and cost reimbursements to the15

Federal Government from commercial users of the16

Space Station.17

(2) The Administrator shall deliver to the Committee18

on Science of the House of Representatives and the Commit-19

tee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the Sen-20

ate, within 180 days after the date of the enactment of this21

Act, an independently-conducted market study that exam-22

ines and evaluates potential industry interest in providing23

commercial goods and services for the operation, servicing,24

and augmentation of the International Space Station, and25
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in the commercial use of the International Space Station.1

This study shall also include updates to the cost savings2

and revenue estimates made in the study described in para-3

graph (1) based on the external market assessment.4

(3) The Administrator shall deliver to the Congress,5

no later than the submission of the President’s annual budg-6

et request for fiscal year 1999, a report detailing how many7

proposals (whether solicited or not) the National Aero-8

nautics and Space Administration received during cal-9

endar year 1997 regarding commercial operation, servicing,10

utilization, or augmentation of the International Space11

Station, broken down by each of these four categories, and12

specifying how many agreements the National Aeronautics13

and Space Administration has entered into in response to14

these proposals, also broken down by these four categories.15

(4) Each of the studies and reports required by para-16

graphs (1), (2), and (3) shall include consideration of the17

potential role of State governments as brokers in promoting18

commercial participation in the International Space Sta-19

tion program.20

(a) FINDING.—The Congress finds that the Global Po-15

sitioning System, including satellites, signal equipment,16

ground stations, data links, and associated command and17

control facilities, has become an essential element in civil,18

scientific, and military space development because of the19

emergence of a United States commercial industry which20

provides Global Positioning System equipment and related21

services.22

(b) INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION.—In order to sup-23

port and sustain the Global Positioning System in a man-24

ner that will most effectively contribute to the national secu-25
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rity, public safety, scientific, and economic interests of the1

United States, the Congress encourages the President to—2

(1) ensure the operation of the Global Position-3

ing System on a continuous worldwide basis free of4

direct user fees; and5

(2) enter into international agreements that pro-6

mote cooperation with foreign governments and inter-7

national organizations to—8

(A) establish the Global Positioning System9

and its augmentations as an acceptable inter-10

national standard; and11

(B) eliminate any foreign barriers to appli-12

cations of the Global Positioning System world-13

wide.14

SEC. 105. ACQUISITION OF SPACE SCIENCE DATA.15

(a) ACQUISITION FROM COMMERCIAL PROVIDERS.—16

The Administrator shall, to the maximum extent possible17

and while satisfying the scientific requirements of the Na-18

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration, acquire,19

where cost effective, space science data from a commercial20

provider.21

(b) TREATMENT OF SPACE SCIENCE DATA AS COM-22

MERCIAL ITEM UNDER ACQUISITION LAWS.—Acquisitions23

of space science data by the Administrator shall be carried24

out in accordance with applicable acquisition laws and reg-25
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ulations (including chapters 137 and 140 of title 10, United1

States Code), except that space science data shall be consid-2

ered to be a commercial item for purposes of such laws and3

regulations (including section 2306a of title 10, United4

States Code (relating to cost or pricing data), section 23205

of such title (relating to rights in technical data) and sec-6

tion 2321 of such title (relating to validation of proprietary7

data restrictions)).8

(c) DEFINITION.—For purposes of this section, the9

term ‘‘space science data’’ includes scientific data concern-10

ing the elemental and mineralogical resources of the moon,11

asteroids, planets and their moons, and comets, and solar12

storm monitoring.13

(d) SAFETY STANDARDS.—Nothing in this section14

shall be construed to prohibit the Federal Government from15

requiring compliance with applicable safety standards.16

(e) LIMITATION.—This section does not authorize the17

National Aeronautics and Space Administration to provide18

financial assistance for the development of commercial sys-19

tems for the collection of space science data.20

SEC. 106. ADMINISTRATION OF COMMERCIAL SPACE CEN-21

TERS.22

The Administrator shall administer the Commercial23

Space Center program in a coordinated manner from Na-24

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration headquarters.25

SEC. 201. LAND REMOTE SENSING POLICY ACT OF 19922

AMENDMENTS.3

The Secretary of State shall concurrently recommend to the8

Secretary any conditions for a license issued under title II,9

consistent with this Act, that the Secretary of State consid-10

ers necessary to secure the international obligations of the11

United States. If no such notification has been received by12

the Secretary within such 60-day period, the Secretary shall13

deem activities proposed in the license application to be14

consistent with the international obligations of the United15

States.16

‘‘(2) Appropriate United States Government agencies17

are authorized and encouraged to provide to developing na-18

tions, as a component of international aid, resources for19

purchasing remote sensing data, training, and analysis20

from commercial providers.’’; and21

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SEC. 202. ACQUISITION OF EARTH SCIENCE DATA.1

(a) ACQUISITION.—For purposes of meeting Govern-2

ment goals for Mission to Planet Earth, the Administrator3

shall, to the maximum extent possible and while satisfying4

the scientific requirements of the National Aeronautics and5

Space Administration, acquire, where cost-effective, space-6

based and airborne Earth remote sensing data, services, dis-7

tribution, and applications from a commercial provider.8

(b) TREATMENT AS COMMERCIAL ITEM UNDER ACQUI-9

SITION LAWS.—Acquisitions by the Administrator of the10

data, services, distribution, and applications referred to in11

subsection (a) shall be carried out in accordance with appli-12

cable acquisition laws and regulations (including chapters13

137 and 140 of title 10, United States Code), except that14

such data, services, distribution, and applications shall be15

considered to be a commercial item for purposes of such16

laws and regulations (including section 2306a of title 10,17

United States Code (relating to cost or pricing data), sec-18

tion 2320 of such title (relating to rights in technical data)19

and section 2321 of such title (relating to validation of pro-20

prietary data restrictions)).21

(c) STUDY.—(1) The Administrator shall conduct a22

study to determine the extent to which the baseline scientific23

requirements of Mission to Planet Earth can be met by com-24

mercial providers, and how the National Aeronautics and25
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Space Administration will meet such requirements which1

cannot be met by commercial providers.2

(2) The study conducted under this subsection shall—3

(A) make recommendations to promote the avail-4

ability of information from the National Aeronautics5

and Space Administration to commercial providers to6

enable commercial providers to better meet the base-7

line scientific requirements of Mission to Planet8

Earth;9

(B) make recommendations to promote the dis-10

semination to commercial providers of information on11

advanced technology research and development per-12

formed by or for the National Aeronautics and Space13

Administration; and14

(C) identify policy, regulatory, and legislative15

barriers to the implementation of the recommenda-16

tions made under this subsection.17

(3) The results of the study conducted under this sub-18

section shall be transmitted to the Congress within 6 months19

after the date of the enactment of this Act.20

(d) SAFETY STANDARDS.—Nothing in this section21

shall be construed to prohibit the Federal Government from22

requiring compliance with applicable safety standards.23
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(e) ADMINISTRATION AND EXECUTION.—This section1

shall be carried out as part of the Commercial Remote Sens-2

ing Program at the Stennis Space Center.3

TITLE III—FEDERAL ACQUISI-4

TATION SERVICES6

SEC. 301. REQUIREMENT TO PROCURE COMMERCIAL SPACE7

TRANSPORTATION SERVICES.8

(a) IN GENERAL.—Except as otherwise provided in9

this section, the Federal Government shall acquire space10

transportation services from United States commercial pro-11

viders whenever such services are required in the course of12

its activities. To the maximum extent practicable, the Fed-13

eral Government shall plan missions to accommodate the14

space transportation services capabilities of United States15

commercial providers.16

(b) EXCEPTIONS.—The Federal Government shall not17

be required to acquire space transportation services under18

subsection (a) if, on a case-by-case basis, the Administrator19

or, in the case of a national security issue, the Secretary20

of the Air Force, determines that—21

(1) a payload requires the unique capabilities of22

the space shuttle;23

(2) cost effective space transportation services24

that meet specific mission requirements would not be25
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reasonably available from United States commercial1

providers when required;2

(3) the use of space transportation services from3

United States commercial providers poses an unac-4

ceptable risk of loss of a unique scientific opportunity;5

(4) the use of space transportation services from6

United States commercial providers is inconsistent7

with national security objectives;8

(5) it is more cost effective to transport a pay-9

load in conjunction with a test or demonstration of10

a space transportation vehicle owned by the Federal11

Government; or12

(6) a payload can make use of the available13

cargo space on a Space Shuttle mission as a second-14

ary payload, and such payload is consistent with the15

requirements of research, development, demonstration,16

scientific, commercial, and educational programs au-17

thorized by the Administrator.18

(c) DELAYED EFFECT.—Subsection (a) shall not apply19

to space transportation services and space transportation20

vehicles acquired or owned by the Federal Government be-21

fore the date of the enactment of this Act, or with respect22

to which a contract for such acquisition or ownership has23

been entered into before such date.24
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(d) HISTORICAL PURPOSES.—This section shall not be1

construed to prohibit the Federal Government from acquir-2

ing, owning, or maintaining space transportation vehicles3

solely for historical display purposes.4

SEC. 302. ACQUISITION OF SPACE TRANSPORTATION SERV-5

ICES.6

(a) TREATMENT OF SPACE TRANSPORTATION SERV-7

ICES AS COMMERCIAL ITEM UNDER ACQUISITION LAWS.—8

Acquisitions of space transportation services by the Federal9

Government shall be carried out in accordance with appli-10

cable acquisition laws and regulations (including chapters11

137 and 140 of title 10, United States Code), except that12

space transportation services shall be considered to be a13

commercial item for purposes of such laws and regulations14

(including section 2306a of title 10, United States Code (re-15

lating to cost or pricing data), section 2320 of such title16

(relating to rights in technical data) and section 2321 of17

such title (relating to validation of proprietary data restric-18

tions)).19

(b) SAFETY STANDARDS.—Nothing in this section shall20

be construed to prohibit the Federal Government from re-21

quiring compliance with applicable safety standards.22
